The May meeting of the Foggy Bottom Restoration 
Association will be devoted to two wholly different 
topics -- politics and local roadways. 


The meeting will start at 8 p.m., instead of the 


usual time 8:30. It will be held in Pillsbury Hall, | 
St. Paul's Church, 2430 K Street. 


The political speakers will be the leaders of the D. C. 
Democratic and Republican Parties, Joseph L. Rauh, Jr., and 

Carl L. Shipley. They will discuss the activities of 
your political party in Foggy Bottom, whether Democratic 
or Republican, with special reference to registration 
for voting in the next Presidential election. 


The political aspect of our progress in the District 
should be of interest to every citizen of Foggy Bottom, whatever his 
political persuasion. The adoption of the Twenty-third Amendment to 
the Constitution, giving Washingtonians the right to vote for the 
President and Vice President, has resulted in a burst of activity in 
the District on the part of both major parties. At our meeting 
Mr. Shipley and Mr. Rauh will explain what has been happening 
in the 19th precinct, composed of Foggy Bottom and adjacent 
territory, which actually includes the White House 
itself. 


Mr. Shipley will give an account of the 
political history of the District and the role 
of the Republican Party in D. C. affairs. Mr. 
Rauh will discuss the major problems facing 
District Democrats and what Foggy Bottom citizens 
can do to help meet them. A brief discussion pe- 
riod will afford an opportunity for those interest- 
ed in more active political participation to arrange 
for further contact with the party of their choice. 


The second half of the program will be devoted

a neighborly and informal greeting to the Foggy Bottom Restoration Association on 


Monday evening, April 23, 1962.

Carroll was introduced by Miss Harriet 


A précis of his remarks follows: 


Dr. Carroll characterized as a truism the "dichotomy between the town and gown" 
existing in most areas where one finds an educational institution, particularly a 


university. 


He pointed out that George Washington University has no power of eminent 


domain as has, for example, his alma mater, the University of California at Berkeley. 
The University is convinced that the purchase of property for conversion to educational 
purposes is a better approach to the problem. 


ILLUSTRIOUS GW ALUMNA, WITH SON JOHN 


No picture of Mrs. Kennedy appeared 
in the GW yearbook of her year of 
graduation, 1951. The White House 
has none of that period either, but 
sent us the one shown above, taken 
recently, with son John. At GW Mrs. 
Kennedy had a split major -- French 
and Art. In her senior year her 
study program included the following 
subjects: Sophomore Composition, 
Short Story, French Literature of 
the 17th Century, Readings in French 
Literature, Man in Modern Society 
(Sociology), Interior Decoration, 


European Civilization, and Secretarial 


Studies IX - Typing. 


Any objective observer, thought Dr. Carroll, 
would agree that an educational institution 
brings more advantages than disadvantages to a 
community. The cultural activities of Foggy 
Bottom have a center in the University's Lisner 
Auditorium and he is optimistic that the Foggy 
Bottom of the future will also have the National 
Cultural Center. The reports about Washington's 
cultural lacks which he had heard before coming 
here had not been corroborated by living here, 
and he has found the cultural offering good in- 
deed. He pointed out that while Washington is 
the nation's government capital, it is not also 
the industrial capital and the financial capital, 
as is the case in many foreign countries. 


Concerning the model of the plans for the 
University which was on display before him as 
he spoke, Dr. Carroll remarked that the only 
thing standing between it and reality is millions 
of dollars, and that that reality is not likely 
to come in the next few years. 


Accompanying the population explosion of our 
time, Dr. Carroll went on to say, is an in- 
creasingly recognizable characteristic of the 
American people: the desire to give the young 
more and more educational opportunities. As 
the nonsectarian, unaffiliated, privately sup- 
ported institution in the nation's capital, 
George Washington University will have a special 
place in meeting these needs. The University 
aspires to be one of the country's truly out- 
standing institutions. It will therefore be 
necessary, said Dr. Carroll, to put simultaneous 
emphasis on the quality of its facility and 
the quality of those who do the work, both facul- 
ty and students. ;

In closing his remarks, Dr. Carroll indicated his delight at the proximity to W 
the University of the attractive Foggy Bottom community. i 


Henry W. Herzog, Treasurer of the University, then traced the history of the 
institution and described some of the plans for its future. 


The institution was chartered by an Act of Congress in 1821 and shortly there- 
after acquired 47 acres of land in the vicinity of 14th Street and Florida Avenue. 

Iwo of the original college streets remain: University Place and Chapin Street. In 
1822 the first building was erected and in 1924 the first commencement exercises 
took place. The Supreme Court of the United States and the Congress adjourned in 
order to attend. Among the noted men present were Thomas Jefferson, John Quincy 
Adams, Henry Calhoun, and General Lafayette. In 1829 the Congress gave the institu- 
tion 110 city lots to establish an endowment fund for the support of professorships. 
These lots were scattered: a few were in Foggy Bottom. 

The University's Board of Trustees later determined that the University was too 
far out in the country and that it should be downtown in order to be of greater 
service to the employed students. In 1884 the University sold its holdings at 14th 
Street and Florida Avenue and moved to the corner of 15th and H Streets, now the site 
of the Woodward Building. In the early 1900's the University made another move to 
the Van Ness tract, where the Pan American Union is now located. Later the University 
moved to the site of the present Veterans Administration building on Eye Street between 
Vermont Avenue and 16th Street. In 1912 the University moved Co Foggy Bottom. The 
Lisner Library is on the very site the University purchased at that time. The Medical 
School is still in the building on H Street which was built in the 1890's. 


Since 1912 there have been a number of permanent buildingserected, and a number 
of major buildings remodeled. Ten apartment houses, une hotel, and one church have 
been acquired. In the early 1930's the University decided to develop in a 19-block 
area bounded by 19th and 24th Streets, P Street and Pennsylvania Avenue. The Univer- 
Sity now owns land in every square but one and owns 65 percent of the land in the 19- 
block area. Not all is used for educational purposes. Some is leased commercially 
and some houses are rented for living accommodations. There are a few large parking 
areas leased for public use and a considerable area for University parking. There are 
plans for a law center and medical center. Housing is planned for 4,000 students as 
compared with 1,000 at the present time. The University has expended $25,000,000 for 
land and improvements in the area. 


George Washington had advocated the establishment of a university near what is
